rents. A sandbar is forming rapidly in 
such r manner that the main channel jf 
the Missouri river at this point is being 
diverted to the Kansas side. The gov­ 
ernment engineers say if this continues 
the river will eventually cut a new 
channel, leaving St. Joseph and a steel 
railway bridge, costing $500,000, high 
and dry.

Newport, R. I.. Sept. 6.—Two cruis­ 
ers and three battleships of Admiral 
Higginsnn’s fleet ran 
th*- 
guns 
oi 
Forts A iarns and Wetheril! last night 
getting wiithin broadside range for all 
their guns before they were picked up 
by tho search lights of th*- forts, The 
fact that the Brooklyn got to 
the 
mouth of the harbor before it 
was 
picked up by the searchlights is con­ 
sidered by naval men here to be a vie 
tory for the fleet. 
When afloat and ashore the cannon 
ading was at its height the scene was 
one of grandeur. The racket woke ur 
Newport as it was never aroused be 
fore. 
The gunners in the forts, after 
working the big guns for a few min 
u:es had to *1* >--r* th*‘m and quickly 
manned the secondary batteries. The 
rapid-firing guns made as great a din 
as the big ones, and if anything made 
the picture a livelier one. 
The five 
v-'sscls kept in almost mcUr Fort 
Adams until within short range of the 
torp* ilo station and th* n they appeared 
to anchor. 
The firing stopped and ll 
wa.- supposed the g n a t battle wa.* 
ended. 
In half an hour the ships sud 
denly steamed out of the harbor in the 
same order as coming in. th*' Brook­ 
lyn leading. 
Ti:*- ships did not tin- a 
gun, but Fort Adams gave them a few 
broadsides, and when the Brooklyn 
and Olympia were abreast of Beaver 
Tail light Fort Grable opened for the 
first time. 
The fleet escaped, if such 
was the idea, toward Block Island. 
During the battle the smaller craft 
were in squadron formation to seaward 
and dill not attempt to enter the har­ 
bor. 
The Puritan and Indiana were 
not seen. 
As there was not time for 
communication between the shore and 
the ships the maneuver of the fleet 
was mystifying. 
The army claims 
that not only would its 
guns 
have 
swept 
the ships, 
but 
its 
mines 
would 
have wrecked s«>rm of them in 
the narrow 
channel, so 
the 
<-soapo 
would 
have been impossible for any 
that reached the harbor.

YTork, Sept. 6.—Bradstreet's 
J weekly review of trade today says: 
: All available data confirm reports of 
past good trade, aud foreshadow as 
good or better yet to come. 
It has 
I been essentially a week of active buy­ 
ing in distributive trade and sellers 
have occupied an enviable position. 
Reports as to August trade have been 
J almost uniformly favorable, and the 
records of failures show- business mor­ 
tality to have been confined to a low 
; summer minimum. 
Prices show per­ 
sistent strength despite the fact that 
agricultural products, except corn and 
prime rattle, tend lower, owing to the 
growing strength of raw textiles and 
: other mat* rials for manufacture. Corn I 
; Is not yet out of danger from frost in 
the northern half of the belt, and this, J 
coupled with short supplies, imparts j 
I strength to cereals generally. Reports 
of cotton crop deterioration, caused by ; 
i hot, dry weather, have scared shorts j 
and stiffened values of raw and manu­ 
factured cotton but there is a feeling 
that the crop damage talk has been 
over done and that a liberal yield is 
still possible, though active trade is 
expected to demand all supplies of . ie 
t south’s I ading product. 
Rather less 
disturbs:.-, e is noted in labor matters, 
some strikes having been declared off. 
The anthracite trouble still hangs over 
the situation, but th** volume of coal 
shipments is slowly and steadily in­ 
creasing. 
Fume wage advances are 
noted in widely separated lines. 
Col­ 
lections in the north and west are 
uniformly good, but, while some im­ 
provement is noted in the south, room 
for betterment still exists.
